MARVELOUS DEFENSES. 


FOREIGN WARSHIPS POWERLESS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—({Exciusive 
Dispatch.}] War Department officials 
declare that the recent ordnance test 
at Sandy Hook clearly demonstrated 
that the coast-defense guns of this 
country are fully capable of repelling 
any attack by foreign ships-of-war. 
For years, the naval authorities of the 
world have been trying to secure armor 
strong enough to protect the vitals of 
ships from the shells of the enemy. At 
the same time, ordnance experts have 
been working to perfect a gun which 
would fire a shell with sufficient force 
to penetrate the powerful armor of 
naval vessels. Ordnance officers at the 
War Department say they have found 
such a gun in their 12-inch coast rifle. 
It was this gun which was tested at 
Sandy Hook yesterday, and threw a 
projectile with such force that, though 
fired at a distance of two miles and a 
half, it penetrated a Kruppized armor- 
plate 11% inches thick. This is but one 
feature of the art of defense, however. 

Having secured what was believed to 
be a sufficiently powerful gun, ex- 
perts turned their attention to the con- 
struction of a shell with a safety fuse. 
It was intended that the shell should 
explode within the vessel, and to be 
able to time fuses so as to limit the 
explosion in such a way that it would 
not explode until after penetration was 
the problem. A fuse was finally de- 
vised that could be set to explode any 
time following the first impact of the 
shell against the target. Its safety 
was demonstrated by several tests, and 
the officials decided to use it in a big 
test at Sandy Hook. 

The greatest problem before the de- 
partment, however, was to secure an 
explosive which should have great sen- 
sitiveness without decreasing its sta- 
bility. Theortte was experimented 
with, and also Maximite and a secret 
ompound known as explosive D,“ 
which was discovered by officers of the 
Bureau of Ordnance. Maximite and 
explosive D' were both used in the 
sandy Hook test. and in every way 
oroved satisfactory. 

“The general result of the test,” said 
an army officer today, “is such that 
we are satisfied that we have reached 
the highest stage of development. We 
Save a gun which can fire a shell to 
penetrate the strongest armor, a safe 
fuse, and a high explosive, sensitive 
yet stable.“

MARCHERS RAID THE HOUSE OF 
FOREMAN AT VINCENNES.

Two Men Suffer Injuries in Melee 
That May Prove Fatal—Slapped the 
Face of a Woman and Knocked Down 
a Young Giri. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


VINCENNES (ind.) Nov. 19.—Four 
hundred union coal miners from Wash- 
ington, Cannelburg, Petersburg, 
Princeton and Montgomery arrived 
here at an early hour this morning, and 
at ö o'clock made an attack upon the 
non-union miners employed at the 
Prospect Hill mines, near this city. As 
a result two men are fatally hurt, and 
a half dozen more seriously injured. 
The union miners formed at the Union 
Station and marched to the mines. 
Just after the men on the day shift 
were going on duty they were at- 
tacked. The union men asked for the 
foreman, William Scott, and when told 
that he was in bed, said: 

“All right, we will get him.” 

They started after Scott. and in the 
melee that followed Scott and his fam- 
lily defended themselves as best they 
could, but were powerless. 

Scott was badiy beaten, and W. P. 
Collins, an attorney of Washington, a 
brother-in-law of Scott, who was visit- 
ing with the family, sustained injuries 
that may prove fatal. He had a rib 
broken and an eye badly injured. 
Henry Hannery, a miner, was so badly 
beaten by the men that he had to be 
removed to the oity, where he could 
be given surgical attention. His in- 
juries are such that he may die. Mrs. 
Scott was slapped in the face, and 
when she resented the attack, it is al- 
leged one of the men drew a gun and 
told her he would make short work of 
her if she persisted in her foolishness. 
Otis Scott, the fifteen-year-old son, was 
knocked down, as was also little Dottie, 
the ten-year-old daughter of Scott. 

Others who suffered at the hands of 
the visitors were Robert McDanie!, 
Posey Knight, John Scott and Kenner 
Mars. All are badly bruised. It is 
said that no word was spoken to Scott 
until the fight began. In the fight the 
stove was knocked over and a big 
hole burned in the floor. Some of the 
miners, however, picked up the stove 
and extinguished the fire. The house 
was badly damaged. Almost every 
window was broken, and one of the 
doors was battered down. 

Only forty men are employed, and 
the mine is run on the codperative plan 
and independently. The operators claim 
that they cannot pay the union scale 
and run, but say they pay the highest 
price possible. There is great confu- 
sion over the attack, and another raid 
is expected. The union miners say 
they will force the mine to unionize or 
“jc Further trouble is anticipated.

RUSH BORED FOR GOLD, BUT DEATH 
' STOOD BY THE SAFE. 

Fatal Result of an Attempt to Break 
into the Safe in Northern Pacific 
Office—Police Set a Trap for the 
Criminal. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
SEATTLE (Wash.) Nov. 19.—T. D. 
Rush. a burglar, was killed this morn- 
ing whilé attempting to break into the 
safe of the Northern Pacific ticket of- 
fice. He was killed by Detective Hunt, 
who had been watching for him for 
several days. Since last Thursday 
night Rush had been slowly boring his 
way into the ticket office. About 6:30 
o'clock Thursday evening Ticket-seller 
Kelsey heard the work going on, but 
at first thought it was rats. His sus- 
picious were aroused, however, and he 
notified the police department that 
some one was trying to bore through 
the floor in the vicinity of the safe. 
The police set a watch, and duri 
Friday and Saturday nights the wo 
went on. This morning the police made 
an investigation. A ticket case stand- 
ing close to the safe was removed, and 
two large holes were uncovered. The 
would-be burglar was evidently using 
an inch-bit augur, and there were al- 
ready fifteen holes in the floor. These 
holes were within two inches of the 
right edge of the safe. Just under the 
right end of the money box was a big 
drawer, of about the same dimensions 
as the aperture under the cash drawer. 
This drawer was fastened by hinges to 
a trapdoor. Final touches on the job 
were completed Sunday night. 
Last night two policemen and Private 
Detective Hunt of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway, ambughed the cracks- 
man. Rush opened the trapdoor and 
started work on the bottom of the safe 
at about 1 o'clock. The officers in some 
way rmed him, and he dodged 
through the hole, closed the trap and 
Stopped to bolt it. Detective Hunt fired 
two shots through the floor, one of 
which broke Rush's arm, and the other 
penetrated the base of the brain. He 
fell from the platform on which he was 
Standing to the ground, and was 
shortly afterward removed from under 
the building in a dying condition. He 
died at the hospital at 5 o'clock this 
morning. He was identified: by a bank 
book found in his shoe. It is not known 
whether he had a confederate.

Advertising to call attention to the

sally employed. 


Creative advertising is planned to in- 
crease the knowledge about an article 
and cultivate a desire to possess it. 
There are numerous instancés where 
the whole American people has been 
made to feel a need for articles for 
which there was no norma! demand. 

Advertising, therefore, actually does 
create a demand. But this article will 
be confined to a few practical sug- 
gestions for immediately increasing the 
present demand, suggestions which 
ought to be put into use by every 
— shipper or packer on the Pacific 


It can be done at almost no cost 
by exercising a little ingenuity and us- 
ing the opportunities right at hand, 
opportunities which are now allowed to 
go unused. 

The fruit men of the Coast have a 
better advertising medium at their 
command than the best periodical that 
is published. If properly used it will 
reach thousands of people every sea- 
son with some convincing bit of argu- 
ment in favor of our products. 

What are they doing with it? Well,

This is the point I want to make— 
identify your output with the locality 
of production or the exchange or pack- 

-house through which it is sent out. 
ut this is not all. A hat is a hat. 
When the manufacturer tells you his 
name and place of business he has told 
it all. Not so with you, fruit people. 

Do you realize that a pomelo is prac- 
tically urheard of and a veritable cu- 
riosity in the rural districts of the 
East? Take a prosperous town of a 
thousand people in the agricultural sec- 
tions of the Central West and I will 
guarantee you that amo this thous- 
and people you will not find fifty who 
know w a pomelo is. 

But you say the pomelo is a new 
fruit not yet marketed in quantities. 
Very well. Do you Know that in those 
Same towns the bulk of the oranges 
are the medium and smaller size seed- 
lings? There are lots of towns of that 
kind which don't use ten boxes of navel 
oranges in a year. You probably think 
that this is an extreme case, but I 
know better. and I know further, that 
there are lots of people in such com- 
munities who do not know the differ. 
ence between a navel orange and a 
seedling orange. What I mean is, they 
don’t know that they are two distinct 
fruits. They refer to a navel orange 
simply as “an orange without seeds.” 

Now, just about the same idea wil! 
hold in regard to lemons. A t deal 
of that territory handles almost «x- 
clusively the imported lemons, and 
there is a prevailing idea that they are 
superior to ours. Some store-keepeis 
will tell you that they are 
ers will say that the juice is sovwrer, 
while the next one may tell you that the 
skin is thinner or that they keep bet- 
ter. Now, we know that these reasons 
are none of them of the slightest 
weight, but the thing to do is to con- 
vince the dealers. 

These observations make it clear that 
there are two important lines of educa- 
tional work to be done by the fruit men 
of the Coast. 

First the small dealers must be edu- 
cated so as to handle your fruit in- 
telligently. 

They should know what a pomelo is: 
how it is raised; what it is good for, 
and the best methods of eating it. 

They should know the difference be- 
tween the various sorts of oranges and 
should be able to explain to a customer 
why a navel orange costs more, and is 
worth more, than a seedling or than 
any imported orange. 

should be disabused of their 
wrong notions concerning California 
lemons. They should be informed of 
some of the best ways of using them, 
and should be able to point out to a 
customer the superiority of California 
lemons which they handle. 

They should be instructed on the 
talking points regarding California 
seeded raisins—their cleanliness, their 
extreme sweetness, etc. 

They should understand the differ- 
ence between gun-cured and oven-dried 
fruit, and should be able to show why 
the dried fruits from sunny California 
are superior to any other. 

You must not forget that the dried 
peaches of California come into com- 
petition with those from other sections, 
and I will state that I know as an 
actual fact that so recently as five 
years ago a grocery store in a county- 
seat town in Wisconsin sold in one sea- 
son several hundred pounds of dried 


pears im m Germany. 
California and Washington prunes 
both have strong talking points. Do 


you imagine that the interior grocers, 
the men who are in touch with the vast 
farming communities of the country. 
know anything about the supertority 
of your prunes? How should they? Did 
you ever ten them? I might go on 
down the list and catalogue in this 
same way every item in the whole line 
of fruit and nut production, but space 
does not allow, and I think the point is 
established. 

The best way to equip these men to 
handle your fruits intelligently is to 
begin a process of education through 
the fruits themselves and the es 
in which they are contained. 

This is best, because most natural 
and direct. Whenever a man opens a 
box of pomelos. or oranges, or lemons, 
or a case or sack of dried fruit, let him 
find there something to educate him.

ARGEST OF ALL \ 
HANGING BRIDGES. 


EAST RIVER STRUCTURE AT NEW 
YORK NEARING COMPLETION. 


— 2 — 


Five Tears Already Spent on the 
New Highway—Enormous Wire Cables 
Which Support the Noadway—Tbe 
Engineering Problems Solved. 


{New York Post: Five years have 
already been spent on the new Bast 
River bridge; two more will pass be- 
fore it is done. The deep piers, the 
massive anchorages, and the great bulk 
of the work on the land spans is com- 
pleted on either side of the river. On 
the Brooklyn side the approach is 
more than half done; in New York the 
land for the approach has been con- 
demned, and the buildings that stood 
upon it have been demolished. The 
other work now finished is mostly of 
the sort incidental to the construction 
of the bridge; it will be taken away 
when it has served the uses for which 
it was put up. There remain, then, of the 
permanent work, the ~bullding of the 
cables which are finally to suport the 
giant highways across the stream, the 
completion of the aproaches in New 
York and Brooklyn, the construction 
of floors the whole length of the bridge, 
the assembling of the enormous stiff- 
ening truss which is to be suspended 
between the towers, paving the read- 
ways, laying the tracks for surface and 


elevated cars, and the preparation of 
broad plazzas at either end of the 
structure. 


As it stands today, there seems al- 
ready to be a way across the stream. 
And, in fact, there is. Up from Brook- 
lyn to the top of the eastern tower, 
down in a deep dip, and up again to 
the top of the western tower, then 
down once more to the anchorage, 
most of them 2\%-inch wire rope. In, 
around and upon these, as supports, 
hangs a complicated fabric of tim- 
bers, while upon the timbers one can 
see plainly from the river below at 
least two paths which run the whole 
length of the ropes. -But these are 
merely foothpaths, bullt for work 
simply preliminaries to the slow and 
tollsome construction of the much 
larger structure which is eventually to 
carry the traffic between the districts 
of the two boroughs thus brought in 
close touch. The final cables will be 
of such great dimensions, compared to 
the ordinary run of ropes, that they

NEW COTTON GIN. 


Invention Just Perfected in New 
Hampshire is Said to Make Cotton 
Worth a Cent a Pound More. 

[New York Sun:] The report of the 
twelfth census on cotton ginning, pub- 
lished in September, intimated that 
there was at that time promise of 
revolutionizing the roller gin by 
greatiy increasing its capacity without 
detriment to the product. The report 
added that this improvement would 
have important economic results in 
enhancing the value of all cotton 
treated by the new machine, and in- 
ducing growers to plant Sea Island 
and other superior varieties. 

It is likely that the report had ref- 
erence to the cotton gin which is said 
to have been perfected within the past 
few weeks in Dover, N. H. The gin, 
like Eli Whitney's invention, em ies 
the roller principle. The cotton passes 
through rollers, which remove the 
seed, pieces of shell and other foreign 
substances. There is no breaking or 
cutting of the fiber, as is the case with 
the saw gin now in use. It is claimed 
tor the machine that cotton ginned py 
it will be worth from one to one and a 
half cents more than it is under the

PARK BAND. 
TROUBLE BREWING. 

Because the Metropolitan Bend and 
Orchestra chooses to play in the parks 
without compensation there is a mut- 
tering as of distant thunder in the 
ranks of the union musicians. L. R. 
Darrow is the director and W. L. Hel- 
ler, manager of the new organization, 
and as a means of introducing them- 
selves to the public permits have been 
taken out each week for a free con- 
cert in one of the parks. 

As it is a non-union band the union 
musicians do not look with favor upon 
its budding popularity, but thus far 
only arguments have been used to in- 
duce the band to cease its playing. 
However, it is understood that some 
threats have been made, and war may 
break out any minute. 

In this instance the Los Angeles Rall- 

way Company is somewhat interested 
in the matter, as that company has 
tried to stifle all band concerts except 
in Lake Park, which is reached 
only by its lines. Formerly concerts 
were given in Westlake Park each Sun- 
day, but it is understood that the 
company has made the announcement 
thet it will not pay anything toward 
a concert in that park for at least a 
year. 
Yesterday the Metropolitan Band and 
Orchestra took out a permit to give a 
free concert in Westlake Park, and the 
railway officials don't like it a bit. 
All the trouble arose over some dis- 
agreement with Manager Hook of the 
Traction line. The Traction cars reach 
Westlake and Hollenbeck Park, and 
to get revenge against the rival com- 
pany, the Los Angeles Rallway Com- 
peny has refused to support band con- 
certs in e.ther park. Of course, the 
Traction company does not like to pay 
all the cost of a concert that will be 
equally benefictal to another road, and 
so the “Temple of Love” and the West- 
lake Park band stand have been silent 
on Sunday for some time. 

“The real fact.“ said a man yesterday 
who claims to be qualified to speak,” 
is that the Los Angeles Rallway Com- 
pany would like to have the Hooks get 
out of town. I understand that an 
offer has been made for tie Traction 
properties and refused. Now the old 
corporation ts trying to worry Hook, 
until! he will sell and teave the local 
field entirely Im the hands of Hunting 
ton and the syndicate of men behind 
him. There was some little difficulty 
about crossings somewhere in town, 
and that has been used as a pretext to 
boycott the Traction lines in all the 
little Ways possible.” 

But the Metropolitan Band and Or- 
chestra with its free concerts has 
stirred the trouble afresh, and not only 
the union musicians, but the Los An- 
geles Rallway Company is disturbed. 
The old company does not wish any 
gratuitous aid and comfort extended to 
the “enemy,” and an Interesting time

Stock Company Organized to Publish 
Papers and Colonize the Negro Race— 


Other Industrial Plans. 


The colored people of Los Angeles 
appear to be thoroughly interested in 
the development of their race, on both 
social and industrial lines. A move- 
ment has been under discussion among 
them for several weeks as to the advis- 
ability of establishing an industrial 
training school, and the Woman's In- 
dustrial Club is taking active steps to- 
ward several new enterprises, among 
them being an employment agency and 
the establishment of an “Old Virginia 
Kitchen,” for the preparation and sale 
of old-time Southern cookery. 

The last and most pretentious move 
among the colored citizens culminated 
this week in the establishment of a 
stock company to be known as “The 
California Publishing Bureau and In- 
vestment Company.”
